AN ACT to amend section 546 of the statutes, relating to a va-

cancy in the office of subdistrict clerk in towns under the town-
ship system of school government. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 546 of the statutes is amended to read: 
Section 546. When a new sub-district is formed or a vacancy 
occurs in the office of the sub-district clerk, the executive com-
mittee of the board of directors shall appoint a clerk who shall 
hold his office until the annual meeting of the sub-district next 
succeeding such appointment, and if such vacancy shall not be 
so filled within ten days the town or village clerk, and in the 
case of a joint sub-district, the clerk of the town or village in 
which the principal school house is situated shall fill such va-
cancy by appointment. Any person upon being notified of his 
appointment shall be deemed to lune accepted the same unless 
within five days thereafter he shall file with the secretary or the 
president of the town board of directors a written refusal to 
serve.
